Vocation Notes 


TOO BIG FOR ME TO CONSIDER 

A religious ? I should think of be¬ 
ing a religious?!!! Don’t be ridicul¬ 
ous. That’s shooting just a bit too 
high to suit me! I respect anyone 
who has a vocation to follow Our 
Lord closely, but when you tell me 
that I have what it takes to be a 
religious that’s going too far. With¬ 
out bothering to think about it I 
can tell you it’s too big for me. I’m 
not the type . . . 

Wait a minute. Is that you speak¬ 
ing? Just because I’ve been telling 
you that YOU too could have a 
vocation, if you only take the 
trouble to look a little deeper into 
your soul, you come out with this 
outright refusal ... I don’t think 
we should let you go on like that 
without correcting an idea or two. 

To begin with no priest ever 
deserved to be a priest. No brother 
or sister deserved his or her calling. 
Fot that matter, none of us deserve 
any of the graces God grants us. 
Graces are free gifts and favors 
from God. He gives them because 
He is so generous. If He seems to 
be offering you the greatest of the 
gift — the grace of the religious life, 
you better think twice. .At least 
be fair to God and be fair to your¬ 
self by giving it thought and study 
while you pray for light. 

There’s a world of wisdom in the 
remarks of two young girls who 


happened to be talking on the sub¬ 
ject of a vocation. “I may never 
become a nun”, one explained, “but 
when I grow up I will know that I 
just didn’t let the chance slip by 
without looking into it.” That’s 
what we call facing an important 
problem squarely and not dodging 
it because it looks BIG. The other 
girl was practical, too. “Whatever 
vocation God gives me,” she admits, 
“I’m sure the knowledge I gain 
from studying about the religious 
life will help me lead the life of a 
better Christian.” 

St. Thomas More was very thor¬ 
ough with this same problem. He 
was very undecided between choos¬ 
ing the religious state or married 
life. To convince himself, he ar¬ 
ranged to live in a monastery for 
several years. Only after that did 
he decide to marry. That his de¬ 
cision was correct is plain as day, 
because he succeeded in sancticity 
to which goal we all must be 
striving. 

It is the easiest pastime for us to 
put our whole heart and soul into 
thoughts about what the world has 
to offer: a career, happy family, 
success, stardom, money, enjoyment. 
But should’nt we be fair enough to 
give at least just as much attention, 
if not much more, as to what God 
has to offer us? He beckons us to 
His side with these wonderful 
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words: “If thou wilt be perfect— 
come, follow me — you shall receive 
a hundred-fold and shall possess life 
everlasting.” 

Many close their eyes to the re¬ 
ligious life because it seems so hard, 
it demands so much. They shudder 
to think of themselves giving up 
their family and friends, their home 
and wealth, their good times, etc. 
But, should you stop any religious 
who is sincere in following Christ 
and ask, “Don’t you find it hard to 
stay happy and satisfied in such a 
life?” you would surely get this 
answer. “I should say I find it hard. 
Never have I tried to fool myself in¬ 
to believing it to be easy. But, take 
my word for it, if it were easy it 
would lose its attraction for me. 
I would never be satisfied just 
drifting along in life. Doing great 
things for love of God is my am¬ 
bition, even if done only in a small 


way. To do that I know I must 
make sacrifices. God has given me 
courage and grace to carry on. 
Often I am reminded of carrying 
the cross with Him. This is my hap¬ 
piness. I asked for it freely and I 
know that the reward God promises 
me makes all my sacrifices appear 
as trifles.” 

Looking at a vocation to the re¬ 
ligious life from this angle, could we 
still say that such a life is too big 
for me to consider? How wonder¬ 
fully has Fr. Faber summed up 
these thoughts in the following ex¬ 
pression: “making Jesus a little bet¬ 
ter known and loved is worth a life¬ 
time of care and trial.” To do at 
least that much for Our Savior, who 
had offered even the last drop of 
His Precious Blood dying on the 
cross for our salvation, — should 
never be an undertaking TOO BIG 
for us to encounter.

Dare You Do It ? 


Excerpts from an article for teen¬ 
agers on purity by Rev. Richard 
Rooney, S. J., which appeared in 
the April, 1953, issue of “The 
Queen’s Work” 

EASTER is the feast of triumph 
of the whole of each of us, as well 
as soul. And that gives added hope, 
for during life this old body of ours 
certainly gives us trouble. It ex¬ 
tends houseroom to bugs, viruses, 
and germs; it gets barked and 
scraped, scared and bruised. As it 
gets older, it shows up, develops 
pains and aches. But worst of all, 
from childhood to old age, it gets 
pretty clamourous at times. Our 
senses yell for satisfaction. “The 
eye is not filled with seeing, neither 
is the ear filled with hearing.” Our 
sense of touch constantly demands 
soft, comfortable, pleasant things. 
Our appetite for food and drink 
keeps gnawing away at us. And con¬ 
cupiscence, our desire for sexual 
pleasure and satisfaction, rises up 
again and again and sets up a shout 
until we bat it down with the sword 
of chastity or give in to it with de¬ 
basing impurity. 

It all gets pretty wearisome, 
doesn’t it? We look forward down 
the long highway of the years 
ahead of us and we say, “Dear God, 
how will I ever make it? Have I 


got to have a fight at every mile¬ 
stone along the way?” 

God and you and I know that 
keeping chaste and pure isn’t easy 
in this sexridden World of ours. Im¬ 
modesty unchastity, impurity fill 
our movies, stage, TV screens, books, 
magazines, dance floors, and streets. 
They befoul the very air we breathe. 
They can infect all of us unless we 
take a strong antiseptic. There’s 
one that comes to my mind. And 
I’m wondering if you teens of the 
Queen are big enough, daring en¬ 
ough, smart enough to use it. You 
alone can tell me. I’ll put it up to 
you anyway. Here it is. 

If there is one virtue of His that 
Our Lord hopes you teens of this 
Queen will restore to a world that 
has lost it, it is the virtue of chast¬ 
ity. He expects you to be shining 
lights of purity amid the muck of 
the world’s impurity. He expects 
you to spread about you the good 
odor of His own spotless chastity 
and thus dispel the stench of the 
world’s filth and immortality. Let’s 
face it, that’s no easy assignment. 
It’s a call to the toughest kind of 
combat. It requires special strength, 
special courage, special arms and 
armor. 

What will these be? A temporary 
vow of chastity made for a shorter 
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or longer period of time according 
to the needs of individual souls to 
tide them over the trials, difficulties, 
and perplexities of adolescence, the 
dangers and temptations that sur¬ 
round youth on every side. 

That sounds startling doesn’t it? 
Perhaps it may sound a bit mad. 
Take it from me, it is a divine mad¬ 
ness. Take it from me, I’ve seen 
that vow pull more than one boy 
and girl, more than one couple right 
up out of the slimy pit of impurity. 
Take it from me when I say that 
it works! 

A Vow And Its Value 

First off, let’s see what a vow is. 
A vow is a deliberate promise made 
to God to do something that is 
pleasing to Him. This promise can 
be made for a certain period of 
time, v. g., a month, six months, a 
year, or it can be made for life. 

A vow is agreeable to God be¬ 
cause it gives Him an increase of 
glory. It adds to the ordinary value 
of any act that merit which comes 
from the virtue of religion. For 
example, a boy or a girl faithfully 
keeps the commandments to be 
chaste. They give God a certain 
degree of glory and gain a certain 
amount of merit thereby. Then they 
bind themselves by vow to keep 
those commandments. Result? God 
is given more glory and they gain 
more merit. Or again, suppose that 
Mary and, Harry decide to fast for 
a month. Then halfway through 
they bind themselves by vow to fast 
the last two weeks. Those last two 
weeks gained them the same merit 
for fasting as the first two. But the 
last two gave them the added re¬ 
compense of the fulfillment of their 
vow. 


A vow has another great value, 
too. It adds strength, firmness, 
constancy to those wills of ours that 
otherwise are wobbly, weak, fickle. 
A vow shores up our wills the way 
planks, two-by-fours, or metal rods 
shore a wall that would crumble 
without the support. It keeps our 
wills in place much as an elastic 
bandage or support helps a wrist 
or knee. 

You can see, then, how much a 
vow will help you in this matter 
of chastity, and how much more 
glory you give to God, how much 
more merit you gain if you bind 
yourself by vow to be chaste. 

One thing let me stress, putting 
in black print: None of you should 
make this vow except after serious 
prayer, thought, reflection, and the 
advice and permission of your con¬ 
fessor. If that permission is given 
and you do make the vow, you’ll be 
amazed at the strength it will give 
you. In our own experience, to give 
but one instance, we had one young 
penitent subject to a habit of un- 
chastity. We suggested this vow. 
It was made for a week at a time 
for the first three months. No sin 
during that time! Then for six 
months the vow was renewed 
monthly. Again no sin! Then for 
two years, at the end of which this 
person died, the vow was made for 
six months at a time. How happy 
that soul was to face Christ and be 
able to tell Him that a very black 
sheep had become snowy white and 
remained so for nearly three whole 
years, thanks to that temporary 
vow of chastity. 
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Apostles of Chastity 

It’s worth thinking about. It’s 
worth praying over. Think what 
you’re up against in the little world 
in which you live and move and 
work and play. Think of the talk, 
the antics, the behaviors of the fel¬ 
lows and girls in your own Catholic 
schools. Maybe I’m getting old and 
pessimistic, or maybe I’m just get¬ 
ting clearer-sighted, but I’ll say 
this: It seems to me that there are 
more frequent and more serious 
violations of chastity among our 
Catholic teenagers today than there 
were ten or fifteen years ago. If I’m 
right, you’re all in more danger to¬ 
day than those teenagers were then. 
Hence you need stronger safeguards. 
Isn’t this vow the answer? Again, 
if I’m right, then more intense rep¬ 
aration has to be made to Christ 
than formerly. Won’t this vow give 
you the ability to make it? 

What a tremendous power for 
good and purity a group of these 
specially vowed souls would be in 
the midst of any school! Lovers of 
chastity themselves, they’d be bound 
to be apostles, crusaders of that 
same virtue. They would radiate 
its attractive ness about them. 
Though their own vows would be 
personal and private, known only 
to God, their confessors, and them¬ 
selves, they would try to get their 
companions to make a similar vow. 
Like leaven, like yeast they would 
permeate and purify the whole 
mass! 

Just think, too, of how such a 
vow would solve so many of your 
problems: immodesty of dress, neck¬ 
ing and petting, bad books, shows, 
conversations. All of them would 


be slashed right out of the lives of 
those who dared to slay them with 
the blade of this vow! How much 
cleaner, how much happier our 
world would be. The pagans of old 
were drawn into Catholicism be¬ 
cause of the startling love that 
Christians had for each other. 
Couldn’t you folks today draw 
countless souls to Christ too by 
startling them with the dazzling 
chastity that would result from 
hundreds of you taking this vow? 

Here is youth’s challenge: With 
the aid and strength this vow im¬ 
parts to them, they, as an angelic 
youths’ front, a legion of angelic 
souls, can “renew the face of the 
earth,” and prepare it for the second 
triumphant coming of Our Lord. 
These youthful souls, forging the 
levers of prayer and penance, are 
capable of shaking the very founda¬ 
tions of this world — so unmindful 
of its divine Creator, Redeemer, and 
Sanctifier. 

Youth of America and youth of 
the whole world for generations to 
come, realize your divine lineage: 
children of God; your noble kind¬ 
red; the members of the whole 
celestial court. With its Queen, your 
Immaculate Mother, go forth to this 
momentous conflict. Satisfy the 
urgent longing of Christs’s Sacred 
Heart for saints to do great things 
for Him. Win this glorious crusade 
against the pagan immorality of the 
world about you, in the name of 
Christ and for the love of Christ.

Breakfast 
was held after Mass, and the hon¬ 
ourable guest speaker Father Skwa- 
rok joined Father Soroka, director 
of the retreat, Father Shewchuk, 
parish priest, and the youth at this 
gathering. Father Skwarok’s speech 
was in connection with Lent which 
was very interesting and well ap¬ 
preciated.

Before we go into the gossip end 
of discussion I thought it would be 
worthwhile to give our readers a 
summary on “Incidence Or Delin- 
quince in Canada” a topic chosen 
by Mr. Hnatiuk, a member of the 
executive in the newly organized 
“Ukrainian Business Men’s Club”, 
when he was guest speaker at a 
recent Communion Breakfast. 

“Juvenile delinquencey is a seri¬ 
ous problem today — what are the 
roots of the problem? Why is it so 
alarming? Instability in Society 
seems to be the underlying cause. 
An individuals culture, district or 
country in which he or she resides 
and/or was raised is a determining 
factor.” 

“A shift in the philosophy of 
treating delinquency is necessary. 
An organization to cope expressly 
with the problem is urgently need¬ 
ed. Our courts cannot cope with 
the problem in a purposeful way. 
Possibly the problem is a delin¬ 
quent society rather than an in¬ 
dividual. The Church must be an 
agency in helping to solve this dis¬ 
order.” 

“We are all fortunate, today, in 
having a church we can attend and 
look to for guidance. Also the 
church should give more attention 
rather than deplore; guide rather 
than condemn. Who is a deliquent? 
One who has a feeling or urge of 
erratic behaviour or commits, an 
immoral act which does not con¬ 
form to the moral code of society. 
This also will vary in various dis¬ 
tricts. Emotional instability, or a 
restless, temperamental, or hostile 


attitude, are some of the more pro¬ 
nounced characterstics of a delin¬ 
quent.” Three categories were giv¬ 
en where delinquents of a different 
type will be found (a) Law (b) So¬ 
ciety (c) Church. “Each category 
has its own form of punishment.” 

“A point worth noting is the de¬ 
linquency is at its highest where 
youth are away from the church or 
its influence.” 

Mr. Hnatiuk urged us to get 100% 
enrollment from families within 
the parish, join the various church 
clubs, where character is developed 
and through this media delinquency 
in Canada can be at least sustained.
